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1 Introduction 


This report presents a series of graphs on Canada’s ethnic and linguistic 
diversity. Using mainly bar and pie charts, it is intended to serve as an 
introduction to data reflecting multiculturalism in Canada and as a resource for 
presentations on multiculturalism. 


The overview consists of five series of charts dealing with Ethnic Origin, 
Language, Visible Minorities, Aboriginal Peoples, and Immigration. \n general, 
information is given for Canada, the provinces, the territories, and the major 
urban centres of Toronto, Montreal and Vancouver. The data portrayed are 
demographic in nature, concentrating on population size and age. 


The information presented is based primarily on data from the 1986 
Census of Canada tabulations, although other sources, such as annual reports 
from Employment and Immigration Canada, were also used. 


A glossary of census terms used can be found at the end of this report. 
As well, a technical annex of tables containing the data utilized in the graphs is 
included.

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Ethnic Origin 


Canada is a multicultural country 


. In 1986, 8.4 million persons reported having only British 
ethnic origins, 6.1 million persons reported having only 
French ethnic origins, and 1.2 million persons reported 
both British and French ethnic origins. Almost 9.4 million 
Canadians reported at least one ethnic Origin other than 
British or French*. 


. More than six million Canadians reported having only 
non-British non-French ethnic origins. 


. Of the population who reported more than one ethnic 
origin, the most common was British, and one or more 
other origins. 


* Please note that throughout this section, unless specified 
otherwise, “other" refers to the total population reporting at least 
one ethnic origin other than British or French but which may include 
British and/or French origins as well. 


Ethnic Origins,

Only in Québec and in the Atlantic region does one ethnic 
group account for a majority of the population 


This chart shows the geographical distribution of ethno- 
cultural groups in Canada in 1986. All pies are 
proportional; that is, their areas show the relative 
populations of provinces and regions represented. 


In Ontario, the Prairies and British Columbia, the majority 
of the population was divided between persons reporting 
British origins and persons reporting origins other than 
British or French. 


In Québec, over three quarters of the population reported 
French ethnic origins. 


In the Atlantic region, persons reporting British ethnic 
origins comprised a majority of the population.

Our major cities are cosmopolitan 


In 1986, less than 40% of the populations of Toronto* 
and of Vancouver* reported only British origins, while 
approximately 55% reported one or more ethnic origins 
other than British or French. 


In Montréal* just less than two-thirds of the population 
reported only French origins. |One-quarter of the 
population reported at least one non-British, non-French 
ethnic origin.

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The extent of ethnic diversity varies by region 


In 1986, Ontario had the largest number of persons 
reporting at least one non-British, non-French ethnic 
origin (4 million or 45% of the provincial population). 


The western provinces showed the highest proportions of 
people reporting non-British or non-French ethnic Origins. 


Québec had a relatively small percentage of its 
population reporting non-French or non-British ethnic 
Origins. 


Few people reported non-British or non-French ethnic 
Origins in the Atlantic provinces.

There are many ethnic communities in Canada 


In 1986, with the exception of British or French, German 
was the most frequently reported ethnic origin in Canada. 
Italian, Ukrainian, Dutch, and Aboriginal ethnic origins 
followed in that order. 


Eleven different ethnic origins (other than British or 
French) were each reported by over 250,000 persons. 


The percentage of persons reporting multiple ancestry 
(for example, a combination of German and British 
origins) was generally higher in North and Northeast 
European groups (German, Ukrainian, Dutch, Polish, 
Scandinavian) than in groups originally from Southern 
Europe or Asia (Italian, Chinese, South Asian, Portuguese 
and Greek). It should be noted that a much higher 
proportion of these latter groups are immigrants.

In 1986, German was the most frequently reported ethnic 
origin other than British or French in all regions except 
Québec. 


Italian was the most frequently reported ethnic Origin 


other than British or French in Québec. It ranked second 
in Ontario.

Our major cities have diverse populations 


In 1986, more than 1.9 million Torontonians or 56% of the 
CMA’s population reported at least one ethnic Origin other 
than British or French. This was also the case for 600,000 
Or 25% of Montréalers and 450,000 or 55% of 
Vancouverites. 


In Montréal, the most frequently reported non-British, non- 
French ethnic origin was Italian, followed by Jewish. In 
Toronto, it was Italian, followed by German and in 
Vancouver, it was German, followed by Chinese.

Mother Tonque 


In 1986, apart from the official languages, Italian and 
German were the most frequently reported mother 
tongues in Canada. 


Nine languages other than French or English were each 
reported as mother tongue by at least 100,000 persons. 


Home Language 


In 1986, Italian and Chinese were the most frequently 
reported home languages other than English or French 
in Canada. 


German and Portuguese were the only other non-official 


languages reported as home languages by at least 
100,000 persons. 
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Many Canadians continue to speak their non-official language 
mother tongues at home 


In 1986, Vietnamese, Chinese and Punjabi were reported 
as home languages by almost as many Canadians as the 
number who reported them as mother tongues. 


In contrast, Dutch, Ukrainian, and German were reported 


as home languages by few Canadians compared with the 
number who reported them as mother tongues.

The range of languages varies across the country 


In 1986, Ontario had the highest number of persons 
reporting mother tongues other than English or French. 
British Columbia and Québec followed. 


Italian was the most frequently reported non-official 
language mother tongue in Ontario and Québec. 


German was the most frequently reported non-official 
language mother tongue in the prairie provinces and 
ranked second in Ontario and British Columbia. 


Chinese was the most frequently reported non-official 


language mother tongue in British Columbia and was 
third in Ontario.

In 1986, 775,000 Torontonians reported mother tongues 
other than English or French. This was also the case for 
425,000 Montréalers and 250,000 Vancouverites. 


Italian was the most frequently reported non-official 
language mother tongue in Toronto and Montréal. 


Chinese was the most frequently reported non-official 


language mother tongue in Vancouver and was ranked 
second in Toronto.

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Visible Minorities 
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Over 90% of visible minority Canadians live in four provinces 


In 1986, 1.6 million Canadians were considered to be 
members of visible minority groups (6.3% of the 
population). 


Almost half of all persons defined as visible minorities 
lived in Ontario, followed by British Columbia (19%), 
Quebec (14%), and Alberta (11%). 


British Columbia, followed by Ontario and Alberta, had 


the highest proportions of visible minorities compared to 
their total population.

In 1986, a higher percentage of aboriginal peoples were 
below the age of 25 as compared with the total 
population. 


In relation to the total population, a lower percentage of 
aboriginal peoples were 45 years or older. 
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Immigration 
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Almost four million Canadians were born outside 
Canada 


In 1986, Ontario, with more than 2 million persons born 
outside the country, was home to more than half (53%) 
of Canada’s immigrant population. 


Ontario also had the highest proportion of immigrants 


compared to the provincial population, followed by British 
Columbia, Alberta and Manitoba.

Post-War Immigration by Year 


After the second world war, the number immigrants 
entering Canada increased significantly from the very low 
intake levels of the 1930’s and war years. Immigrant 
intake levels reached a peak of 282,000 in 1957, 223,000 
in 1967 and 218,000 in 1974. 


In the decade between 1977 and 1986, immigrant intake 
fluctuated between 84,000 and 143,000 per year.

Persons born outside the country comprised a larger part 
of Canada’s population in the first three decades of this 
century than at any other time. 


Since 1951, the foreign born population has made up 
approximately 15% of the population.

Forty-three percent of all immigrants entering Canada 
between 1981 and 1986 were born in Asian countries. 


Although 29% of all immigrants entering Canada between 
1981 and 1986 were born in European countries; in 1986, 
62% of all immigrants living in Canada were of born in 
Europe.

More new Canadians are coming from outside Europe 
Between 1945 and 1970, European countries were the 
largest source countries of immigration to Canada. 
Between 1971 and 1980, although Europe was still the 
single largest source of immigrants, immigrants from non- 


European countries became more common. 


Between 1981 and 1986, Asia was the largest single 
source of new immigrants to Canada. 
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Most immigrants live in Toronto, Montréal, or Vancouver 


In 1986, Toronto was home to more than 1.2 million 
immigrants, more than 36% of the CMA’s population and 
almost a third of Canada’s immigrant population. 


93% of all immigrants lived in Toronto, Montréal or 
Vancouver. 
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The three major cities have different immigrant mixes 


In 1986, persons born in Europe from Europe comprised 
two thirds of the immigrant population of Toronto, and 
half the immigrant populations of Montréal and 
Vancouver. 


A total of 380,000 persons born in Asia lived in Toronto 
and Vancouver.

Glossary 


A large urbanized core, together with adjacent urban 
and rural areas which have a high degree of integra- 
tion with that core. A CMA has (or has had) a 
population of at least 100,000 persons. For a more 
detailed definition, please refer the to Statistics 
Canada Census Dictionary. 


The cultural or ethnic origin reported by the respon- 
dent. It is taken from the following census question: 
To which ethnic or cultural group(s) do you or did 
your ancestors belong? 

Multiple responses were possible. For example, a 
person could report both Italian and French ancestry. 
This question was also used to identify Aboriginal 
persons as either North American Indian, Métis, or 
Inuit. 


The language(s) spoken most often at home by the 
respondent. It is taken from the following census 
question: 

What language do you yourself speak at home now? 
(if more than one language, which language do you 
speak most often?). 

Multiple responses were possible. For example, a 
person could report both "French and Vietnamese" as 
languages spoken at home. 


Languages other than English or French. 


This report uses both Employment and Immigration 
Canada (EIC) and Census of Canada immigration 
statistics. When Census of Canada is cited as the 
source, an immigrant is defined as anyone who is not 
a Canadian citizen by birth.

Immigrant status is derived from the following 1986 
Census question: 

Of what country are you a citizen? 

When EIC data are used, an Immigrant is defined as 
a landed immigrant or person who has received 
‘lawful permission to come into Canada to establish 
permanent residence" (Immigration Act, 1976). 


Language first learned in childhood and still under- 
stood. Multiple responses were possible. For 
example, a person could have reported that both 
English and Italian were learned as a child. 


The 1981 and 1986 Censuses allowed respondents to 
report more than one answer to a number of ques- 
tions. For example, on the ethnic origin question, a 
person could report "British and German" origins. 
Multiple responses were possible for ethnic origin, 
mother tongue and home language. 


When a respondent gave only one response to a 
census question. For example, on the home lan- 
guage question, a person could have reported 
speaking only Chinese. 


The census does not include a specific question re- 
garding visible minority status. However, Employment 
and Immigration Canada has used the questions on 
place of birth, ethnic origin, and language in the 1986 
census to assign visible minority status. Generally, 
visible minorities are persons other than Aboriginal 
peoples "who are non-Caucasian in race or non-white 
in colour". For further information, please refer to the 
1988 Employment Equity report.
